New hormone implant 
to be on U.K. market 
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('oinpndoae, a new, long- 
lasting hormuno implant 
for beef cattlo, will be put 
onto the U.K. mai'ket short- 
ly, the U.K Ministry of 
Agriculturo lias confirined. 

Reports UCN, the new 
hormone consists of Oes- 
tra^ol, a natural female 
hormone, and is used as an 
implant in the ear of beef 
steers, tt is active for 12 
months, or four times 
longer than existing im- 
plants. 

Fiaiico, the U.S. manu- 
facturer, said Compudose 
requires no withdrawal 
period. Present implants on 
sale in the market require a 
withdrawal period of three 
months between dosage 
and slaughter. 

Sources said if the pellet 
ia removed it is nearly im- 
possible to determine 
whether it was over im- 
planted in the first ploce, 
although trials have de- 
tected high levels of 
Oestradiol in the kidneys. 

The U.K. Meat and Live- 
stock Conunission, which 
has cestol and approved 
Compudose, found steers 


can gain on extra 20 
kilograms over n 12-month 
period. It also improves 
feed efficiency. 


Blanco has filed for ap- 
proval of Compudose in the 
U.S. with the Food and 
Drug Admiatration, nil 
Blanco spokesman said. 
However, there was no 
estimate as to when the 
PDA may complete its 
review.

The new hormone comes 
at a time whon the Euro- 
pean Economic Commun- 
ity is considering banning 
hormone use in cattle.

Stilbene and Thyrostatic 
hormones have already

Special Effort is owned 
by Dan and Joleno Urschel 
of Canadian. Texas and 
was trained by Johnnie 
Goodman. Bred by Allen 
Moehrig of Sequin, Texas, 
Special Effort was purchas- 
ed as a yearling for 
$20,000. The buyer was 
Allen Taylor, a pipeline 
contractor from Beeville, 
Texas. 

After setting the top 
qu^ifying time for the 
Kansas Futurity, Special 
Effort caught the attention 
of Dan and Jolone Urschel.

"I 
haven’t had time to figure 
it out, but I can tell you 
this-when I was in the 
winner's circle a few min- 
utes ago, someone came up 
to me and offered $260,000 
for a share, if one were 
available.’'

UsvrM of Iho Amcricun 
Meutl exchange's compU' 
lor-tiMsiulod trailing syaLcm 
(CATS) gave mixed reviews 
about Lhc electronic meat 
trading system in tele* 
phone interviews with 
CNS. 

Although iisors agreed 
that CA'l'S is valuable to 
Lhc future of the meat ti’ad< 
ing industry, the system 
will never serve the in- 
dustry as the only medio on 
which meat will bo traded, 
they said. 

CATS has been in opera- 
tion since June 16 and has 
16 users, ranging from a 
few of the nation's largest 
packers and retailers to 
some of the sinuUost meat 
industry firms. About 10 to 
16 loads of meat are traded 
on the system weekly, ac- 
cording to William Al- 
banos, Jr., AMh! founder 
and CATS doveloper. 

The main complaint 
about CATS, the users 
agreed, is that there are too 
few buyers and sellers on 
tho system. 

According to Lynn 
Grant, soles manager of 
Union Packing Co., which 
slaughters 16,000 cattle a 
week at its two plants, he 
has been on the system for 
tho last eight weeks and on- 
ly ona buyer has been on 
line during that time. 

"The system needs more 
people on it. If there were 
more on the system, it may 
be worthwhile, but right 
now it isn't much help," 
Grant said. Union sold six 
to eight loads two weeks 
ago but hae not sold any 
since. 


A s/)okosnian for one of 
(ho largest packers using 
CATS said Lhc Kroger Co. 
is tho largest buyer on the 
system, "Many of tho buy- 
ers on the system are not 
within our credit limits, 
which is a problem for us," 
he said. 

Tho system. Grant said, 
might prove more appeal- 
ing to the industry if some 
larger packers, retailers, 
and wholesalers were on 
line. 

Although the packer us- 
ers include MBPXL Corp., 
Spencer Foods, Swift Inde- 
pendent Packing Co. and 
John Morrell and Co., the 
notion's largest packer— 
Iowa Beef Processors, 
Inc.— has not elected to be 
on the system. Safeway 
stores Inc., The Kroger Co. 
and Jewell Stores Inc, 
represent the largest retail 
ostablishments using 
CA'TS, but packer users 
said Kroger is the only 
retail buyer on lino at any 
givon time. 

M.E. Sirhati, assistant 
professor at the University 
of Illinois and CATS pro- 
ject leader for USDA, said 
Kroger makes 80 to 90% of 
the retail transactions on 
CATS. 

Another problem, a 
packer user aaid, is that 
CATS may not be able to 
handle the many special- 
ized items the boxed beef 
industry is producing or 
will produce In the future. 

Packers and fabricators 

are developing new boxed 
products all the time, each 
With a little different 
methodology. 

It is easier to describe 
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.such idio.syjicrnsies, such 
H.s trim specifications, over 
llie Lolophono than in the 
result section on a CATS 
torininal screen, Grant 
agreed. The majority of 
meat is now traded via tele- 
phone. 

Sirlian said many of the 
users have made requests 
to have additional boxed 
beef cuts added to CATS' 
item list. There are more 
than 60 boxed beef items 
and more than 25 boxed 
pork items currently on the 
list, Sirhan said, but more 
boxed items are needed. 

But packers are reluc- 
tant to put boxed beef 
items on the system, be- 
cause tlioy do not want 
competitors and customers 
to know their pricing 
strategies and supply 
situations, 

"Users have requested 
about 86 to 90 additional 
boxod items be added to 
the item list," Sirhan sold. 

Other users said tho 
syatom is cumbersome in 
its present form. 

Albanos and Sirhan said 
they are adjusting CATS 
to make it more efficient 
for current users. 

Effective Oct. 1, "CATS 
11" wiU be tested, and ac- 
cording to Albanos, it is a 
greatly improved system 
allowing users to make 
transactions more quickly. 

CATS I], with its addi- 
tional capabilities, will cut 
operation time by 20% and 
users will not have to be 
retrained. 

Albanos said GATS II 
will be expanded to hnndlo 
five transactions simul- 
taneously instead of just 
one as the system does

Now there will be a 
signal light or bell that will

said. 

The users contacted 
agreed that other packers, 
wholesalers and retailors 
are taking n wait-and-see 
attitude about tho system 
and are a bit hesitant about 
taking part in the CATS 
experiment. 

Albanos aaid tlie concept 
of electronic meat trading 
has been proven, and in- 
quiry about the system has 
increased. But the industry 
is closely watching tho 
system. 

Tom Vaughn, director of 
meat procurement for Kro- 
ger, said if the system can 
gain support from the in- 
dustry, it could be impor- 
tant to the industry. 

"We're still studying it 
and know there has to be a 
lot more people on the 
system," Vaugim said. 

He does not believe the 
CATS system will be the 
only way meat will be trad- 
ed in the future, but it is 
important because it br- 
ings new buyers and sellers 
togetlier. 

"We arc doing business 
with a new packer we 
hadn't done business with

WLMIP seeks producers 
for computer system study 


How useful is AGNET 
computer markoting infor- 
mation to producers and 
what type of information 
should be added to the 
computer syatom to moke it 
more beneficial in monoge- 
menl and marketing deci- 
sions? 

Harlan Hughes, Wyom- 
ing AGNET coordinator at 
the University of Wyoming, 
says those questions may be 
answered following a pilot 
program conducted this 
summer to evaluate the 
system's potential as a 
direct delivery system of 
market information. 

The prqject is being 
carried out by the Western 
Livestock Marketing Infor- 
mation Project (WLMIP), a 
cooperative venture be- 
tween state extension ser- 
vices in 17 western states 
and USDA chorged with 
providing analyses, inter- 
pretation and projection of 
factors influencing livestock 
prices. 

“We are lookmg for 26 
producers who have access 
to micro or home computers 
to participate in the 
project," Hughes says. 
“We will provide training 
and backup support on how 
to access and use the 
AGNET system." 


In addition, WLMIP and 
state extension services will 
provide current data on 
such factors as prices, 
movement, and slaughter of 
livestock, decision-making 
tools for establishing bud- 
gets, analysis of current 
market situations and pro- 
jections of future trends. 

Participants in the pilot 
project are asked to access 
the market information on 
a regular basis, preferably 
daily. They will be asked to 
evaluate the usefulness of 
the system, including utilix- 
ing the information in some 
of the market!^ decision 
guides now available on the 
computer. 

Hughes says producers 
will also be asked to submit 
input on additional informa- 
tion that may be useful in 
making marketing, deci- 
sions, and participants are 
required to pay telephone 
tolls and computer costs 
Involved in accessing the 
AGNET computer. 

Major emphasis on this 
pilot project will be live- 
stock, which some attention 
given to grains and their 
impact on livestock produc- 
tion and outlook. The pilot 
project will be complete by 
Sept. 30.
